The Ross Walker, Norman Scot- 
ney and Gordon Urquhart families 
of the Vulcan district have been 
nominated for the provincial gov¬ 
ernment's Master Farm Family a- 
wards in the Vulcan-Claresholm 
Macleod zone. 

Other nominations in this zone, 
one of five into which the provin¬ 
ce has been divided for the pur¬ 
poses of the plan, are the William 
Brewster. L. Zoetemah and Glen 
Barr families of the Macleod dist¬ 
rict and the Daley family of 
Granum. 

Set up to honor farm families 
who have achieved notable suc¬ 
cess in farming, home-making and 
citizenship, the Master Farm Fam¬ 
ily program is conducted by the 
Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. Nominees must be Canadaian 
citizens, actually operating a farm 
and the head of the family must 
have spent at least ten con- 


Altson school, one of the oldest 
schools in the district between 
Vulcaa and Nanton, is being closed 
this year after being in continu¬ 
ous operation for the past 44 
years. . 4 

This decision was arrived at fol¬ 
lowing a meeting of residents of 
the Alston district last month, 
with A. .1. Mnisey, school trustee, 
and W. S. Korek superintendent 
of the Macleod school division, 
present. 

Mr. Korek spoke of the possibil¬ 
ity of not being able to obtain a 
teacher for the Alston school this 
year and following a general dis¬ 
cussion a tentative arrangement 
was made to have the children in 
the northern part of the district 
taken to the Kirkcaldy school by 
van, those in the west to the Park¬ 
land school and those south and 
east to Champion. 

First organized in 1905, Alston 
school had a good attendance 
throughout yte years and at the 
beginning of the -war it was made 
Into a three-room school with 
high school, intermediate and pri¬ 
mary classes With a van service 
in operation, there were at one 
time forty-five students attending. 
Bad roads in winter and the diff¬ 
iculty of getting teachers reduced 
it to a one-room school again, with 
high school students going by van 
to schools on the Vulcan line and 
school attendance dropping to 12 
or 15. 

The decision to close the school 
and divide the students amongst 
the three neigboring schools arose 
out .of the conviction that It would 
be Impossible to continue the scho¬ 
ol satisfactorily' for the next sev- 
erat years.
